York. New Haven and Hartford Com- 
pany, the owner Of the line. 
A long 


[The los.s is estimated at more than a 
million dollars. 


The victim of the flames was Louis 


Lemont, a Portuguese fireman. 


The five .steamers were undergoing 


ilie regular annual overhauling, pre- 
paratory to tlit1 Summer season and 
the burned pier 
shed 
contained a 


considerable quantity of material for 
the work. The company's plant here 
is; extensive, covering several acres 
and includes not only Long wharf, 
which is used as a lauding place for 
the boats to and from Ne\\ York, but 
also two large docks with piers, be- 
sides nearly a srore of machine shops 
and smaller buildings. On each pier 
are tall hoisting shears, 
while 
the 


railroad yaid extends from the end 
of the regular line from Fall River 
out to the piers, one track running to 
the end of Long wharf. 


The repairs on the Plymouth had 


just begun, while those on the Puri- 
tan and Priscilla 
were 
practically 


completed. 
The workmen were alsc 


engaged in overhauling the City of 
Lowell and the little steamer Nau- 
gatuck. The Plymouth and the City 
of Lowell lay in the south dock, 
the 


former being on the side of the dock 
next to the 
pier .shed, 
while the 


Lowell was tied up at 'Long wharf. 
In the north dock were

was 


startled, whf-n at twenty-five minutes 
of two o'clock Tuf-sday morning, he 
discovered flames bursting from 
the 


saloon in the after part of the boat. 
His first thought was of the thirteen 
men sleeping in their bunks on the 
lower deck and rushing forward he 
plunged down the steep companion- 
way to the lower deck, shouting 
•"fire" at every step. 
Yet he 
was 


none too soon, for as the men tumbled 
out of their bunks and sought 
the 


stairs the flames were already sweep- 
ing toward them and scarcely 
one 


had time to seize his clothes in the 
wild rush for the upper deck.

"To the Senate and House of Repre- 


sentatives: 
'•I submit to you herewith the re- 


port of the American members of the 
international waterways commission, 
regarding the preservation of Niagara 
Falls. 


"I also submit to you certain let- 


ters from the secretary of state and 
the secretary of war, including mem- 
oranda showing what has been at- 
tempted by the department of state 
In the effort to secure the preserva- 
tion of the falls by treaty. 


"I earnestly recommend that con 


gress enact into law the suggestions 
of the American members of the in- 
ternational 
waterways 
commission 


for 'the preservation of Niagara Falls 
•without waiting for the negotiation of 
a treaty. 


"The law can be put into such form 


that it will lapse, say in three years. 
provided that during that time no in- 
ternational 
agreement

CRICKET FJQHTING IN CHINA 


Ont of Many Fermi of Gambling In. 


dulg*d in by Chinet*. 


The Chinese are inveterate gamb- 


lers, and never lose an opportunity to 
bet, no matter how trivial the- cause 
may 1*. One of tlieir great iu*iuu 
lious i« criekfct-tiKluUiK. the crickets 
Wing caught, fed and 
trained aa 


carefully as i$ a blooded horse. Tluie 
is a fixed diet for them, part of their 
food consisting of honey and boiled 
chestnut*. If they get sick, they aro 
fed with mosquitoes. Prior to light- 
iug. their weight is ascertained and 
duly recorded, there being a fixed reg- 
ulation as to their size and u-ei^uu 
Ou the door 01 the house iu winch 
the fight is to take place the record of 
each cricket is pasted up, and the 
owner of the winner gets ten per cent 
of all the bets. The crickvi-pii is a, 
low tub placed on the table, and. aft- 
er weighing, the combatants are put 
iu it and tickled with straws until 
they rush at each oilier with loud 
chirrups and fight until one of them 
is killed. Good lighting crickets arc 
very valuable and are often sold for 
large sums. 


The Spotless Ermine. 


The idea that the judicial officer is 


supposed to be vested with ermine, 
though fabulous and mythical, is yet 
lucre eloquent in its significance. We 
are told thai the JitUe creature call- 
ed the ermine is so acutely sensitive, 
to its own cleanliness, that it bc- 
couits paralyzed and powerless at the 
slightest tuuch of defilement upon its 
enow-while fur. 
When the hunters 


are pursuing it, they spread with miro 
the pass leading to its haunts, toward 
which they then draw it, knowing 
tuat it will submit to be captured 
rather than defile itself. 


"Rain Shields." 


In some form or other the umbrella 


was in use many centuries before the 
ChrUtiaa Era. We see it depicted In 
the paintings and sculptures of Egypt-

ANIMALS THAT DON'T SWIM 


, 


A. Number That Seldom or- 


Venture Into the 


Water. 


Most people think that all animals 


swim better than man. but ibis is wot 
true. Camels, llamas, monkeys and 
giraffes never venture into the water 
if they can h< -'j> 
n. Camels 
have 


bec-u fcai" :•. < . .--.. ;..i *•««•« partly sup- 
ported. and apes have been known to 
scramble across narrow si reams when 
hard pressed, inn llamas aud ghaftVs 
always drown when forced into the 
water. 


Nearly all other animals swim well 


on their first trial. S'. range- to say. 
certain members of the seal family, 
which, when full giuun. take their 
places among tbe best swimmers iu 
creation, are at the beginning the most 
helpless. 


The rodents are, perhaps, the most 


interesting swimmers. 
AH the good 


swimmers among the rat family are 
also expert divers and are able to 
raise or depress the body in the water 
at will. 


The paws of hares and rabbits in 


swimming are like 
an 
ill-ballasted 


ship," down by the head. Like 
the 


squirrels, these two 
animals 
show 


great timidity in the water, and nat- 
urally so, for their heads are so low 
and sterns so high that the slightest 
ripple on the surface would send their 
noses under the water, and so drown 
them unless they at once returned to 
land. 
In perfectly still water they 


can swim considerable distances. 


Rabbits and hares are the only ani- 


mals that expose the whole of the 
hind leg except the foot above water 
when taking a stroke. The effect of 
this is very curious, giving them the 
appearance of a slow stern-wheel pad- 
dle steamer. When once fairly start- 
ed the legs are 
moved 
slowly, al- 


though the animals proceed at a fair 
rate of speed. 


Roes, 
although 
good 
swimmers, 


move so slowly in water that a dog 
can outstrip them. The hippopotamus 
is. of course, at home in the water, but 
it is not so generally known that the 
elephant, too, is a splendid swimmer 
and will often remain in the water 
3C hours at a stretch, swimming all 
the time. As a general rule, they 
swim very deep in the water, only 
tbe top of the head and the trunk 
being visible, but occasionally — per- 
haps for their own satisfaction, or at 
tile instigation of the mahout — they 
will swim high, even when they have 
a burden on their backs. 


Of pigs it is commonly reported that 


so queerly fashioned are they that 
if they attempt to swim they cut their 
throats with their forefeet. 
Whether 


wild or tame, they are all good swim- 
mers, though, owing lo the slrortnesa 
of their legs, they dig their throats 
with their forefeet and beat the water 
"very high. Many of the islands of 
the southern seas are now inhabited 
by wild pigs, which are the descen- 
dants of those which 
have 
swum 


ashore, sometimes great 
distances. 


from wrecked vessels. 


The lion fairly detests water. He 


will travel any number of miles to 
avoid putting his paws into it. In 
captivity a thimbleful of water thrown 
at him will make him jump back as 
if in groat fear. 
When in the jungles 


and he is forced to swim a stream 
he does so exactly like a dog and 
very swiftly.

Beirut, Syria, has shown that thir- 
ton centuries have added two inches 
to tho circumference and three and a 
half cubic inches lo the capacity of 
the Caucasian skull.

Edwin D. Mead, the well known 


advocate of an 
international 
peace 


movement, made a brilliant, though 
not wholly 
defensible, address 
in 


favor of China at a meeting of the 
Civic Club in Boston Sunday noon. 
Mr. Mead said in part: 


"China stands at the parting of the 


•ways. She has been inspired by the 
example of the Japanese. 
She is 


making big war preparations. 
But 


she does not desire to win recogni- 
tion ifrom the 'west by conquest, -but 
is reaching out for federation 
with 


•western people. 


"The Chinese have turned to Jap- 


an as the mediator between them and 
the west. 
There are 10,000 young 


men in the schools of Japan, where 
ten years ago there were not more 
than 100. 


"The spirit of Japan is permeating 


the 
Chinese 
empire. 
This new 


form of government has taken on the 
form of 'what we call the know-noth- 
ing movement. 
We in 
Massachu- 


setts can throw no stone at China in 
this regard. It js not -so far back in 
our history that we had a know-noth- 
ing movement. 


"We elected to office only those 


iwho were natives, we discriminated 
against the Catholics and we elected 
a know-nothing governor. 


"Never have a people been so out- 


raged, so imposed up, as have 
the 


Chinese. 
The nations have grabbed 


up the Chinese empire under the plea 
that 
they 
were 
'extending 
their 


spheres of influence'. 


"What does that mean? 
It means 


this: Suppose the 
G-ermans should 


seize Portland, 
Me.; 
the 
French, 


New York, and the British, Savannah, 
Ga. ? Would the American people 
stand for it? No, they would arise in 
their indignation and sweep the 
in- 


•vaders into the sea. 


"The idea of China for the Chinese 


•has taken the form o facute antagon- 
ism to America. 


"It Js only fair to state, however, 


that the Chinese statesmen unite in 
saying that 
America 
has treated 


China better than any other nation. 
Yet their merchants, their students, 
their travelers, have suffeied such 
indignities in this country that popu- 
lar indignation against us as a nation 
has been aroused. Our people ha\e 
lost many millions of dollars in trade 
the present years alone. 


"The only way to 
change 
these 


conditions is to :"_'. .> China fee! that 
we are her friend, 
her 
servant, if 


need be. 


"I believe that President Eliot of 


Harvard College took the right step 
when be awarded 
China 
a 
dozen 


scholarships. 


"President Hadley of Yale has fol- 


lowed his example. 
Columbia Col- 


lege is going to offer a dozen schol- 
arships and is going a step farther 
aud institute a course in Chinese his- 
tory." 


How much the spirit of Japan will 


take hold of China cannot bc foretold 
at this early day. We must wait for 
something on which to base our pre- 
dictions, but it can be truthfully said 
that the Japanese look down on the 
Chinese. Will there ever bo a time 
when .they will look up to thorn?

Writing in Zion's Herald, the Rev. 


H. A. Bridgman, managing editor of 
the Congregationalist, expresses the 
opinion that the time has come when 
the denominational journal ought not 
to be expected to pay expenses but 
should be subsidized as are church 
missions and schools 
of 
theology. 


Mr. Bridgman believes that it would 
be an "irreparable loss" to our church- 
es if these papers should be obliged 
to suspend publication. 
While the 


extinction of the denominational jour- 
nal may not be imminent, changed 
conditions are making it 
year 
by 


year more difficult for the religious 
paper to make both ends meet. Peo- 
ple no longer care as much about de- 
nominational differences as they "did 
formerly, and so feel less need of a 
special organ to champion their par- 
ticular faith. 
The daily papers are 


devoting attention to religious mat- 
ters and thus enter into direct com- 
petition with the denominational jour- 
nal. 
Subscribers to religious papers 


are harder to find than ever before 
and harder to hold. Summing up the 
difficulties of marketing the religious 
jouinal Mr. Biidgman says: "We do 
not appear on the newsstand or have 
our wares hawked up and down the 
streets. We have to rely on the loy- 
alty of our ministers, and they often 
put the task off upon someone else, 
and now and then it happens that the 
most difficult task in the 
world 
is 


committed to the most inexperienced 
hands. Now, that is the way we get 
at our public 
It is a marvel that 


we do as well as we do, when you 
think of the ordinary methods of cir- 
culating the magazines and the daily 
papers, which are foreclosed to us 
because we cannot afford them. The 
number of people is limited, today, 
who are interested in religion on its 
formal, ecclesiastical, technical, devo- 
tional, and missionary 
sides. 
And 


these are the sides of religion which 
the religious paper as a trade journal 
must largely exploit, however much it 
may try to be entertaining and var- 
ied and interesting along other lines."

G. B. Radio, label agent of the Uni- 
ted Garment Workers, spoke on the 
principles of trade unionism and also 
on the tenement house and sweat- 
shop systems prevailing in the cloth- 
ing industry. 


He explained the degrading and un- 


sanitary 
conditions 
under 
which 


ready made clothing is manufactured 
under these systems, constituting a 
menace to men and women wearing 
these garments, and being detrimen- 
tal to the health of the men and wo- 
men working under those conditions, 
and urged upon the members present 
the necessity of insisting upon receiv- 
ing union label garments at the time 
of purchase, showing that the gar- 
ments were made under clean and 
healthy conditions, in well ventilated 
and sanitary workshops. 


The agent insisted that the mem- 


bers use their influence with the re- 
tail clothing dealers in order to have 
them handle none but union 
label, 


clothing. 


The meeting unanimously indorsed 


the label and instructed 
the 
men 


present to accept from the dealers in 
future none but clothing bearing the 
label of the garment workers.
